The references listed in the attached PTO Form 1449, copies of which are attached, 
may be material to examination of the above-identified patent application.

In addition, I/O controllers such as the PDP10 and PDP1 1 and interfaces used with 
the PDP1 1 such as DMC1 1 and DH1 1, all available from Digital Equipment Corporation, 
relate to queuing packets, buffering and buffer management of network packets. In addition, 
the IBM360 available from IBM, relates to queuing packets and management of groups of 
buffers of network packets. 

It is believed in the inventor's recollection that these products do not move an entire 
queue of packets from an inbound controller to an outbound controller. Moreover, it is 
believed that these systems do not provide hardware to inspect the data in these packets in 
order to queue the packets.
